Big Game in Frontier Region of Florida

BY “DUSTY JOE” 


KENANSVILLE, Fla. (Special) 
~I am writing this story at Ke- 
nansville. It lies in a vast and 
little-known part of Florida, and if 
you were here with me you would 
say that Florida truly is America’s 
last frontier. For there is no good 
sized settlement nearer on the 
North than Holopaw. a lumber 
center, 25 miles: from here. Nor 
to the South nearer than the bus- 
‘ling young city of Okeechobee, 50 
miles away. On the East, scarce- 
y 25 miles on an airline, is Mel- 
bourne, on the. East coast of Flor- 
ida, America’s great Riviera. ¥et 
it would be a pretty “hard Tey 
to penetrate the vast jungles that 
lie between. ¢ 
Deer, bear, wild turkeys, otters, 
and quail by the tens of thousands 
and sometimes even panthers are 
found in this remote district. Tur- 
keys are so accustomed to automo- 
biles that they will seldom fly from 
one unless it stops or slows down. 
Within the past three weeks a 
wandering band of Seminole In- 
dians killed a 400 Ib. black bear 
within three miles of town. A 
rancher shot a huge bald eagle 
two weeks ago that came too near 
his chicken coops. 

~ Big Pine Woods. 

Kenansville is on the Okeechobee 
branch of the Florida East Coast 
Railroad. There are about eighty 
people in the town and about 500 
settlers in a radius of ten miles. 
There is a fine brick school house 
given by Mrs. Flagler, and here 
and there they are setting out 
orange orchards for most any- 
thing will prow with proper culti- 
vation. The climate is good and 
some of the settlers have lived 
here all their .ives.
